do  not  needlessly  mortify,  aggravate  nr  distress 
the  leeliiigs  of  such  a  young  preacher.  Do 
not  dishearten  him  in  the  good  work,  but  hold 
up  hh  hands,  that  the  rod  of  truth  and  righteous¬ 
ness  may  prevail,  and  tliat  a  mutual  lilessing 
may  oiiiich  both. 

A  word  withal  to  young  preachers  them¬ 
selves.  Beware  of  flattery  as  you  would  of 
poisoned  honey.  Study  to  know  yonrselves. 
Bo  humble,  modest,  and  faithful  in  your  high 
calling,  that  your  praise  be  not  of  men  hut  of 
God.  On  tho  other  hand,  beware  of  despon¬ 
dency  on  account  of  human  dl.’^prai.-^  and 
neglect  Endure  hardness  as  good  aohllers, 
and  seek  the  approval  of  Him  n  he  judgeth 
without  respect  of  (icrsons.  When  you  liear 
another  praised,  join,  if  you  conscientiously
